SMOOT A VIOLATOR OF LAW

Roed Bmoot One of the Twelve Apos-
tles of the Mormon Church and
Idontified with the Religlous
Tenets.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1l-—8enator
© Purrows first reviewed historioal tacts

in connection with the establishment
of polygsamy by the Mormon churoh.
He said there has been no proof sub-
mitted to sustaln the allegation that
Mr. Amoot I8 a polygamint, adding
that the recomtiendation of the com.
mittee on privileges and aloctions In
favor of declaring vmeant the seal of
the ttah senator In not based on
such charge.

Mr. Burrows impeachment was bayed
entirely upon the connectlon of Mr.
Bmoot with the governing body of
the church, connisting of the presl-
dency and the twelve aposties, He
referred to this body as a “hiorarchy”
and sald:

“The power exerclwed by thie body
is far renching and commanding, hold.
ing In its grasp practically the entire
membership of the organization and
through It the dominatlon of the
stale by arrogating to Itself and In.
culeating the bellef in s followers
that they are endowed with supernat-
ural powers, ag ‘prophets, seers, and
rovelators,' and  especially commin-
sloned by the Almighty to dominate
the Inhabitants of this world, and that
reaistence to the will of this hierarchy
Is rebelllon againet dod. The teatl-
mony fully sustatns the allegation that
the Mormon prieathood ia vested with
supremo authority in all things tem-
poral and apiriteal and that the first
presidency and the twaelve apostles are
supreme In the exerclse and tranwmin.
nlon of this authority”

He sald that, "Slnos tha admission
of Utnh Into the union the people of
the state have been, It possible, more
completely under the domination of
the Mormon helrarchy than during the
long years of thelr territorlal exist-
ence,” and In support of thin state-
ment, addad;

“Immedintely and at the very first
elpotion thereafter, the hierarchy re-
rumed itn domination In siate affalrs,
taking possension of every offielal po-
sition In the state government and hos
hald them over since with unylelding
tanacity. The only oMce held by a
non-Mormon under a siate government
during the ten yenrn of Ity existencs,
ns an electlve ofMicer, han

NEW YORK, Dec. 1l--Japanest
Immigration was Dbitterly denounced
by Representative Kahn of San Fran-
clnco In & speach tonlght deliversd be-
fore the Creditmen's Assoclatlon of
New York  Represspiative Kahn
stated that the people of the Pacifio
Coast were unanimously opposed to
Japanese Immigration and were con-

fident that the Japanses would always|

remain loyal to the Mikado, and that
the naturalleation of them, putting
them on an equality with whita resl-
dents, am suggested by President
Roosevelt. was a hollow mockery.

Bhould It prevall, It means & war be-
twoen the United States and Japan
and the only thing that will provoke
war., The citizens of the Paclfic soast
have had experlence with Chinese
coolles und now they are threatened
with a still more serious Invasion, for
the Japanese have all the vices of
thd Chinese with none of thelr wvir-
tues, Ho statod” that the labor con-
ditlons were so different tn Ameriea
and Japan that a treaty permitting
free entry to each country to the oit-
frens of the other would Inures to the
benefit of Japan alone. He dufended
the policy of the msogregation of the
Japanese In the publle schools of
California, and sald that the people
of his state would never parmit thelr
childrén to Be thrown in close con-
tnct with adult Japanese.

Not only was this feeling general
